Mr. T. Crawford differs with 
Mr. A. J. Boyd as to how the

B. Fundamental Movements and 
First Principles of the Game. 
In any game or sport it is es- 
sential if a player is to make pro- 
gress, that he should make a care- 
ful study of the first principles and 
practice the fundamentals of the 
game, or sport. It is true that 
mere mastery of the fundamentals 
will not necessarily produce a great 
plaver. It is equally true that no 
one will ever become a great play- 
er until he has thoroughly master- 

ed the fundamentals. 

If we ask ourselves what consti- 
tutes “The ability to play football’? 
we are bound to answer that it is 
really a number of essential abili- 
ties combined in the individual. A 
player is a good player or a poor 
one insofar as he can combine 
within himself the following:—

A referee exceeds his duty if he 

examines a player's boots without 
being requested to do so, but he 
is compelled to inspect and take ac- 
tion if necessary upon overtures be- 
ing made to him upon the legality 
of a player’s footwear, either before 
a match commences, during thé in- 
terval, or during the progress of the 
game. 
_ We often hear of referees spoil- 
ing games, but do not hear a word 
about the discomfort caused to lov- 
ers of Soccer by the owners of fog- 
horn voices, who happen to see a 
foul and are so illiterate that they 
cannot realise that an advantage 
would result to the offending side 
if the game was stopped and a free 
kick awarded. 

Referees do not usually meet with 
fair treatment from their critics. 
They certainly have a thankless 
task, and it would be a superman. 
who could please players, club sup- 
porters, and the public generally.

It is impossible for any football- 
er, any athlete, or, for that matter,
